SecrioN 1. That section one of chapter thirty-five of
the general laws of the year one thousand eight hundred
of seventy-two be amended g0 as to read as follows:

Section 1. The several district courts of this state shall
hereafter have the exclusive right to change the name of
any person, and to make such person the heir-at law of
apy person whose heir-at-law such applicunt applied to be
made, when applied to for those or either of those pur-
poses, as hereinafter provided.
